The  Iris 

There  are  several  types  of  irises,  but  the  Bearded  or  Pogoniris  (pogon,  Greek  for 
beard,  iris,  Greek  for  rainbow)  so  called  because  of  the  tuft  or  beard  on  the  bloom,  is 
the  best  known  and  most  grown. 

The  prime  requirements  for  the  Bearded  iris  are  sunshine  and  good  drainage.  Irises 
planted  in  deep  shade  will  not  bloom. 

In  planting,  prepare  the  soil  to  a  depth  of  at  least  10  inches  for  good  drainage.  The 
feeding  area  of  the  iris  is  but  from  6  to  8  inches  below  the  surface.  Medium  rich  soil  is 
best  for  the  iris  altho  it  will  grow  in  almost  any  nonacid  soil.  For  plant  food,  we  pre¬ 
fer  bone  meal  or  Vigoro.  The  use  of  both  these  fertilizers,  however,  is  detrimental.  The 
fertilizer  should  be  worked  thoroughly  into  the  soil  and  should  not  come  in  direct  con¬ 
tact  with  any  part  of  the  plant.  Spread  the  roots  and  leave  about  one-third  of  rhizome 
exposed.  Water  every  two  weeks  until  established.  Too  much  moisture  will  cause  rot. 

The  Siberian  and  Japanese  irises  may  be  planted  to  a  depth  where  the  foliage  begins. 

If  irises  are  planted  so  late  in  the  fall  that  roots  do  not  have  time  to  take  firm  hold, 
thawing  will  cause  the  ground  to  heave,  thus  throwing  the  plant  out.  Plant  two  inches 
deep  if  late,  and  watch  your  iris  garden.  A  light  mulch  offers  protection. 

Irises  should  be  cultivated  before  and  after  the  blooming  season.  They  are  very  easily 
grown  and  will  flourish  in  bare,  dull  spots  where  other  plants  cannot  survive. 

Rhizomes  vary  in  size  in  different  varieties,  the  rhizomes  of  many  fine  irises  never  at¬ 
taining  great  size. 

The  best  time  for  planting  irises  is  from  just  after  blooming  time  until  fall,  June,  July 
and  August  for  the  northern  states.  The  ground  should  be  warm  enough  for  roots  to  be¬ 
come  established  before  winter.  In  southern  states  September  and  October  is  a  good  time 
for  planting,  tho  it  may  be  done  earlier. 

S,  means  standard,  or  3  upstanding  petals;  F,  the  falls,  or  3  lower  petals.  A  “self” 
is  an  iris  with  the  same  color  value  both  S.  and  F.  A  "bicolor”  is  an  iris  with  S.  of 
one  shade  and  F.  of  another  shade.
